In the. course of 1934 Lloya’s List. 
has cdmpleted two hundred years 
of continuous publication, It’ 

made its first appearance, , from 
Lloyd's Coffee ‘House. in- Lombard 
Street, during the year 1734. The 
exact date’ is unknown, for the 
files from 1734 to 1740 | inclusive 
burnt th ‘the firé which des- 
-tropéd’ the second Royal Exchange 
in 1838, And no copy of the paper 

arliér thah No, 560, datéed Jan. 2, 
1740 (1741 by modern reckohing), 
is known to exist, but from calcula- 
tiong based on the numbering and 
known days of publication it is cer- 
tain that the first issue was made 
in 1734, and almost sertainly | in the 
Spring of that year. 

There is dp London no other 
newspaper, except the “London 
Gazette” (which is published only 
twice weekly); having . so long & 
record of, publicatién, the ‘hext 
oldest London Rewspaper having 
been founded in 1760, and there 

appear to be in the United King- 
dom only four dally papers which 
were founded. prior ta Lloyd's List. 
Only one of thesé still retains its 
original title, and. that one . dis.

1757. Lioyd’s List, which, was at

Every form of Sociol Welfare 
work’ consists in giving. It does 
not matter whether what is given |. 
fs time,\ money, sympathy or any- 
thing else, the spirit is the same. 
The" giving implies sacrifice, and 
the sacrifice tg made because the. 
need is realised. But even ‘the 
Yealisation of the need is not 
enough, a stimulus is also neces- 
sary. At Christmas there is the 
stimulus, that tindefinable spirit 
which ts the legacy of nearly two 
thousand years.of teaching and 
history and tradition. 


Remarkable Sacrifices’ 

Under the influence. of the 
Christmas spirit people are "ready;|. 
‘ia make remarkable’ sacrifices—— 
none the less rémarkable because 

' they'are taken: for granted.’ There 
are many places in which it ts the 
Tecognised thing for men of. ease. 
and affluence to glve up.a large 
part of Christmas. Day to serve 
Christmas —dinner to the ‘poor, 
‘while everywhere there are people 
who feel that generdsity ts a duty 
at this tlme” even though {twill 
mean some privation for them- 
selves later on. “To give until it 
hurts” 1s regarded as the perfec~ 
tlon of generous giving; “to give 
and not to feel the hurt” is better 
still, and that can be reached when 
a powerful motive fg acting.-.It is 
Teached at Christmas tine. 

One’ may gay that It 1s Idle to 
expect’ that the generosity of

.' throughout the year, for personal 
or family finances could never. 

That is, however, argu- 
able, fon the fact is that one’s 
attitude to giving 1s entirely 
different’ at Christmas. and at 
other times. On ordinary occa- 
sions, the average man gives ‘to 
charity or to a worthy cause some- 
thing out of his surplus, and he 
does, not regard. the surplus rea- 
ched until He ‘has included among 
-_ cna a number of things 
could, with some e -privation but not 
too much, be done, without. At 
Christmas time, many reconcile 
themselves in advance to a few 
months shorn of these luxuriel, in | 
order that they may give to others 
—~and give not merely presents 
to acquaintances, but tips to 
servants, donations to charity and 
‘all the other “incidentals” ‘of 
Christmas. ' :
